San Pedro, GaW. — Three possible 


causes of the premature explosion 
which killed 48 men In a turret 
aboard the IT. S. S. Mississippi last 
Thursday were elated for closer scru- 
tiny at Monday's session of the nav- 
al court of inquiry investigating the 
disaster. 


One possible 
explanation 
of the 


deadly blast was that the air pressure 
operating the breech mechanism 01 
the 14-inch rifle was abnormally, and 
therefore • perilously low—too low- to 
eject from the barrel every glowing 
particle of powder left there by the 
last charge fired. 


Another theory 'supported by testi- 


mony was that one of the linen index 
tags attached to powder bags was left 
on a bag of explosives when < it was 
rammed Into the breech end'that a 
smouldering portion of this tag: clung 
to the gun bore and Ignited the new 
charge before the breech could be 
cleared.

able for

fairs, for that 
governing body has 


come through the first five months of 
the year with a balance of only about 
40 per cent of the original amount 
anticipated 
for administration 
pur- 


poses, and the last seven months' ac- 
tivities usually cause 
the greatest 


drain on the city treasury. 


A comparison of the May financial 


report of E. L. Williams, city clerk, 
with the "budget" adopted 
by tne 


council previous to tax collection time 
shows that a balance of only $235.307 
remained in the Ken»ral fund on May 
31, as compared -with the $540.000 es- 
timated receipts for 
general 
city 


purposes. 


$431,629 TAX WARRANT 


The receipts Include a tax warrant 


of $431,629,13. an income tax of ap- 
proximately $50,000, a tax from pub-

CONSERVATION OF BABY DOPE 


A grandmother wrote mo recently that of tho 


three, children sho had raised none had over tasted 
castor oil until tho baby of ono of the daughters 
was a week old. and then some doctor up nnd pre- 
scribed a beaker of it for the young: mother. Thli 
rare grandmother said that sho had used rhubarb 
in place of castor oil. The aromatic syrup of rhu- 
barb is a perfect substitute for castor oil in any 
circumstances. 


But. 
folks, have a hearf. There is seldom pood 


reason for stalling tho baby on the medicine habit. 
It is a deplorable mistake to assume that a baby 
just naturally had to havo colic or indigestion or 
costiveness or medicine. Once in a hundred cases 
it might *e unfair to deprive an Infant of medicine 
for the relief of colic or an overload of food or cos- 
tiveness. but as a general rule, tho baby's need for 
any such medicines or the parents' notion that he 
needs such medicines may be ascribed to improper 


ding or improper care, and It Is manifestly un- 


fair to the helpless baby, not to mention tho harm 
done, to inflict upon him medicines or other treat- 
ment for such mistakes of the parents or others re- 
sponsible for the baby's care. 


As a health maxim I should formulate this rule 


for those who nave babies at their mercy: 


Never, give a baby the first dose- of medicine un- 


less by the doctor's order. 


The three conditions I mentioned—colic, indiges- 


tion and costiveness— aro the usual excuses for 
starting babies on the medicine habit, and the 
greater the ignorance or neglect of parents and 
others having the care of babies, in regard to tho 
feeding and care of babies, the more frequently are 
toese excuses advanced^ This cornea doubly hard on 
:he baby—he must suffer not only the improper 
feeding and lack of care or Improper care, but also 
:he pernicious effects of the nostrums or dope to- 
ileted upon him In. the vain endeavor to remedy 
hese 111 effects. 


I shall try to present in a series of articles the 


important points which as it seems to nie, are least 
understood by parents and others with babies in 
their care, and endeavor to show the influence of 
mproper feeding and improper care upon the occur, 
rence of colic, indigestion and costiveness, partlcu- 


'ly costiveness or constipation, for that is the ex- 


cuse for most of the harmful doping. 


First It should be more clearly understood that a 


ood which agrees perfectly with the baby Is not 
necessarily the right food for the baby, for there 
are many food formulae, both proprietary and home- 
made which seem to "agree* perfectly'but which are 
nevertheless entirely inadequate for the proper 
nourishment of the baby. This notion that if the 
mother can only find a food which the baby will 
take readily and seem to dig^t without difficulty, all 
s well, (leads to grave consequences in many cases, 
the least of which is costiveness or constipation. It 
often happens that for a while at least the food or 
ormula which the baby should have doesn't seem 
o "agree" on that ground, be It sufficient or not. 
"tries" some other food—to the detriment of the 
baby's welfare.

Fish Pole Grows 
To Full Length 


In One Summer 


(A. E. Patterson. In St. Nicholas.) 


Did you over eatop to wonder how 


your fish-polo grew, or how long \\ 
*ok to push Itself ubovo the ground 
and out to Its slender length? 


I never did, until I wont to Mvo In 


California, and then, in my back yard. 
L ono day noticed tills very process. 
For there waa a young bamboo grow- 
ing apaco in its tegular manner. In 
a single spring it shot up from the 
ground in a foot-hlcm tangle oC logon 
berry bushes to a height of 15 feet or 
more. It kept on growing, a clean 
pole.- At ono time it grew at the rate 
of a foot a week. 


For tho stems of a bamboo,have a 


way of coining to their full hefght un 
branched, and only after they have 
reached It do theso fish-pole plants 
throw out horizontal branches—slen 
der shoots 7»rovlding an abundant foil 
nge in the upper part of tho tree and 
capable of making a dcnso thicket. 
On each side of this young fish-pole 
hack of our hous.1 ^were full-grown 
ones a'l leaved out. 12 and 15 and 18 
fe»t hijfh. These were cut and vised 
for fishing and for s>tereoptlcon poin- 
ters. 


In northern California, the bamboo 


does not grow so rapidly as in the 
southern, part of tho state, around1 
Los Angeles. There, I have noticed, it 
quickly runs up to 15 and even 20 
feet in height. And the nearer the 
tropics ono gets, tho bigger and heav- 
ier the growth may become. 


For all bamboos are either tropical 


or sub-tropical, tho 200 species of 
them. They belong to tho grass fam- 
ily, and some grow to be from 70 to 
100 feetyhigh. They are found in both 
the eastern and tht, western hemis- 
pheres, and at all latitudes, from eea- 
level to a height .in the Andes, of 15,- 
000 feet above the sea.
